He had opencd the 
box in which the pills were kept, 
taken them out and put the lid on 
the box again, and evidently swal- 
lowed some of them. On Mrs. 
Vandenberg coming into the house, 
she noticed that the child had been 
to the drawer, and also noticed that 
the lid was on the pill box, but did 
not open it..Some time afterwards

he pickéd him up and commenced to 
play with him, hoping to quieten 
him, but the child took a spasm, 
and the father, who has had sdme 
experience in‘hospital work, at once 
saw that it looked like a case of 
poison, and rushed the child off to 
the hospital, where everything. pos- 
sible was done to save the ¢hild’s 
life. but without success...

At the Methodist Parsonage, Red

Correspondence 


Red Deer, Alta., Nov. 31, 1913. 
The Editor of The News. 
Sir,—As a citizen of Red Deer who 
has. taken a deep interest in its 


municipal undertakings and adminis-. 


tration, and who is proud of its 
traditions and its accomplishments, 


_|T confess that I left the ratepayers’ 


meeting on the evening of the 29th 
of November with a sense of disap- 
pointment amounting well --nigh to 
disgust. Instead of a broad-minded 
discussion of the affairs of the city 
such as one might expect, and such 
as the excellent reports of the 
Mayor, the Secretary-Treasurer and 
the School Board would seem to in- 
vite, such discussion as there was 
degenerated into an airing of person- 
al prejudices and picayune fault- 
finding couples with a good deal of 
misconception and some buffoonery. 

I do not wish to suggest that in 
yy opinion the Council is above 
criticism except in so far as_ their 
loyalty and integrity are concerned. 
That mistakes have been made, I 
am sure none will be more ready to 
admit .than the members of ‘tho 
Council and the Commissioners 
themselves, but that the administra- 
tion has passed through a period of 
great prosperity dangerously near a 
boom, with so little to criticize, as 
the results of the meeting testified, 
is vastly to their credit. 

I should like tosee a society 
formed of those individuals of our 
city who have done nothing in con- 
nection with the handling of their 
own affairs during the past three 
years that they cannot reflect upon 
with pride and satisfaction. I think 
the membership might be endowed 
from the city treasufy in the sum 
of say one thousand dollars per 
member without serious depletion of 
its resources. I am free to admit 
that I.am not qualified for member- 
chip. 

It is a pity that the ratepayers 
do not display the same interest in 
the city’s affairs throughout the year 
that they manifest at its end when 
municipal elections are pending. — It: 
would seem to he a matter of vital 
importance whether Jones or James 
were elected as Alderman, but a 
matter quite beneath our notice that 
a by-law appropriating many thous- 
ands of dollars is submitted for our 
verdict. Notice the d fference in the 
vote cast at an aldermanic election 
and upon the reference of a by-law. 

Let-us be fair, fellow’ ratepayers. 
The men we back before election are 
nine times out of ten just as worthy 
of our support and encouragement 
after their election. Fair criticism 
is helpful and constructive, but eter- 
nal knocking and indulging personal 
prejudices is wholly destructive. 

I think in the conduct of the meet- 
ing above referred to there was ex- 
hibited an error of judgment on the 
part of the Mayor, and that this 
was in a large measure responsible 
for the result. It was a ratepayers’ 
meeting andwas called for a specific 
purpose, and if there was heard no 
note of approval of the work of the 
Council and Commissioners it was 
because there was no opportunity 
afforded. Practically the whole time 
for discussion was turned over to 
the candidates for aldermanic honors 
who, as ratepayers, had a right, to 
be heard, but not in the capacity otf 
candidates. The rules that no one 
coyld speak except to ask a question 
without taking the platform, I have 
no doubt effectually silenced many 
who might have been heard with 
profit. 

It would be profitable, for instance, 
to concentrate out attention for a 
while on our advantages, which are 
many and as great as they ever 
were, for instance: Our position is 
a commanding one which must be 
recognized as time advances; our 
location is the ‘admiration of every- 
one; the efficiencyof our educational 
system is: unsurpassed ; our sanitary 
condition, owing to our excellent 
water and sewerage systems and 
general cleanliness, is a2 matter of 
great satisfaction ; our freedom from 
fires, due to the efficiency of admin- 
istration and equipment, is  un- 
equalled ; of breaches of the peace 
there are few; our sidewalks and 
boulevards add greatly to our pleas- 
ure and convenience ; our parks were 
ample and beautiful; our streets 
are well graded and maintained 
though, I confess, rather dusty at 
times, and are reasonably well light- 
ed ; our administration is honest and 
efficient ; our financial position is ex- 
cellent and our credit is unchal- 
lenged. 

Nar should we overlook the advan- 
tages which are conferred upon the 
community by our General Hospital, 
the Agricultural Association,’ tho 
Horticultural Society and Board of 
Trade, all under efficient boards of 
management and largely Supported 
by the city. 

All these things have been advo- 
cated and approved by the  rate- 
payers, and are probably worth every 
cent they cost, and it is doubtful if 
any large proportion of the  rate- 
payers would he willing to sacrifice 
one of them. Let us therefore help 
our Council by encouraging them 
manfully to solve the problems at 
present facing them, not withholding 
blamo where blame is dao, not fail- 
ing to give credit where credit is 
justly merited. 

Present difficulties will pass, and 
we will be the stronger and better

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 


The ficht for municipal honors is 
now in full swing, and will be over 


next Monday evening. There are 
two candidates in the field for 
Mayor, namely, S. N. Carscallen, 


who has served a long term on the 
Council Board,. and H. G. Stone, 
who was nominated because nobody 
else could be persuaded to stand, 
and to carry out his idea that no 
one should be allowed election by 
acclamation. 


We have no doubt in our mind that 
Mr. Carseallen will be returned at 
the head of the poll Monday night. 

\thile not desirous of saying any- 
thing of a disparaging nature regard- 
ing Mr. Stone, he has absolutely 
never had any experience on the 
Council or any other municipal 
board that we know of,‘and this, in 
our opinion, is fatal to his candi- 
dature. Not only that, but the 
ratepayers who heard him Saturday 
night could not help but be impress- 


ed with the fact that he would make 
very poor timber for the chief 
executive officer’s chair of this 


bright young city. Up to nomina- 
tion day he had not, so far as we 
can learn, the slightest idea of run- 
ning for Mayor, as he had already 
announced himself in these columns 
as a candidate for the Council, 
where he might have been elected. 
Those in the field for Aldermen 
are Alderman W. J. Botterill, the 
old war horse, who is the best  in- 
formed man in the running in muni- 
cipal affairs, strictly fair and honor- 
able; T.. A. Gaetz, merchant, who 


has served several terms on_ the 
Council,- Hospital, and Health 
Boards; Alderman W. Piper, who 


has only served a few months. on 
the Council ; W. T. Coote, merchant, 
J. T. Watson, engineer at the power 
house, and F. Pettepher, of the 
Valley Lumber Co. 


We believe Messrs. Botterill and 
Gaetz will be returned at the head 
of the polls, and third place will be 
a clase contest between the other 
four. Alderman Piper is an old and 
respected citizen, and has hardly had 
a fair chance to show his worth. Mr. 


Coote is fully qualified to fill the 
position. Mr. Watson is a_ clever 
engineer, and could give the Coun- 


cil valuable pointers on engineering, 
and Mr. Pettepher might be able 
to serve the citizens in many ways. 

It is now up to the ratepayers to 
decide who shall represent them on 
next year’s Council.

One of Mr. Stone’s choice state- 
ments Saturday night was that the 
Council went in a circle, and no new 
blood was introduced. This is not 
true, as the four Alderman elected 
last year were all new ren, making a 
majority of the Council, and there 
is more grousing than ever.

In the last 
issue The News pays a high tribute 
to Mr. Galbraith’s work, which it 
says has been done nobly and well.

‘Splendid. Turnout of Citi- 


zens at Public Meeting { 


Quite one hundred and fifty ar 
zens were present in the city hall on 
Saturday last at the annual = rate- 
payers’ meeting when Mayor Gal- 
braith called the meeting to order. 
This number was eventually streng- 
thened by another hundred interest- 
ed citizens. The Mayor in his open- 
ing statement said he had called the 
meeting in accordance with the Muni- 
cipal Ordinance, to present the. 
Mayor’s report and financial state- 
ment of the year. He said that 
after the-reports were read he hoped 
the’ citizens would avail. themselves 
of the opportunity to criticize what- 
ever they felt was not’ right or need- 
ed explanation. The Council had 
done their part, and it was for the! 
citizens to say what they thought | 
about it. The meeting was called 
for that purpose, and it was entire- 
ly in their hands. He then read the 
Mayor’s report, everyone present! 
having a printed copy which was | 
followed very closely. Towards the 
close of the report, Mayor Galbraith 
paused reading, and eulogized — the | 
services of Commissioner Stephenson ! 
as a public servant. He had found 
him to be most painstaking and effi- 
cient, and was a man the city 
should be proud of. He,said he could 
not say too much for him, and had 
found him always ready to stand by 
any public employee who did his 
duty in a reasonable manner, and 
in the event of that not being done, 
he knew his duty as a Commission- 
er and did not fail in it. The read- 
ing of the report being finished, the 
Mayor took his seat amidst ap- 
plause. Commissioner Stephenson 
then read the financial statement, 
which was very well received by 
the audience, he also getting a round 
of applause. The Mayor next invited 
E. Michener, M.P.P., H. H. Gaetz 
and R. B. Welliver, all ex-mayors, to 
the platform, the invitation being 
accepted by Messrs. Michener and 
Gaetz. W. E. Payne, school trustee, 
was called upon to present the 
School Board report. He apologized 
for the absence of F. S. Simpson, 
chairman of the Board, who was 
absent through sickness. At the con- 
clusion of the reading of the report, 
Mr. Payne addressed the ratepayers 
briefly. He said he did not think 
there could be much criticism of the 
Board. He thought they had done 
well. He had heard though that a 
certain amount of’ criticism was 
being given to the Board owing to 
their failure to do something in the 
cause of manual training and phys- 
ical culture. He wanted the people 
to know that the Board were not 
asleep on the matter, and were in 
full sympathy with it, and had dis- 
cussed it fully, with the addition of 
domestic science, and it was only 
the financial stringency which had 
caused the delay. He considered the 
schools had done remarkably well in 
examinations, only one school in the 
province (Wetaskiwin) had a higher 
standing, and that was owing to 
exceptional circumstances. He con- 
sidered the success was due to the 
very efficient staff we possessed. 
Mr. McKenzie and Mr. Gibson were 
exceptionally good men, supported by 
a good staff. He further showed 
that our High School was _ carried 
on with 3 teachers for 85 pupils, 
and that Wetaskiwin had 4 teachers 
for 85 pupils, and Medicine Hat 5 
teachers for 90 pupils, and, notwith- 
standing that fact, we had beaten 
out all schools (including dmon- 
ton and Calgary) with the excep- 
tion of Wetaskiwin. In speaking of 
the school grants, he thought that 
the recent government enactment 
would reduce our grant about 50 
per cent.; that was a serious matter. 
Our rate in this district for educa- 
tion was the cheapest in the prov- 
ince, and owing to reduced grants 
they would have to go very care- 
fully for a time, but, as far as he 
was concerned as a school trustee, 
he did not intend to let it interfere 
with the efficiency of the staff. In 
closing his remarks he said he could 
not sit down without saying he was 
sorry that we should be losing the 
services of two such trustees as F. 
S. Simpson and J. A. Carswell. 
They had been very valuable and 
efficient trustees, and, it would be 
hard to replace them. Mr. Simpson 
as chairman, with his knowledge as 
a school principal, had been the best 
man on the Board. 

The Mayor now said the time had 
come for questions and _— criticisms 
‘rom the ratepayers, and wanted it 
thoroughly understood that  ques- 
tions could be asked from the floor 
of the hall, but anyone’ wishing to 
address the meeting must do so 
from the platform. 

He wished to explain why the gross 
assessment had increased = from 
$57,000 -to $78,000. That was an in- 
crease of $20,000, made up of differ- 
ent items, of which the — following 
were some: $6,500 interest and re- 
payment of debentures, which was a 
‘new departure this year; $9,000 
.more for schools this year than lasts

‘$2,000 for exhibition grounds, and 
$1,000 more for hospital than last 
year, and $750 for six new street | 
lamps. There was also heavier in- 


surance this year, and removal of 


extra.

He ‘thought the debenture 
debt was what we had to watch in 
particular and should be jealously 
guarded. He had no intention to 
ask the people for their votes again. 
It had been a pleasure to him to 
work four years with the men the 
ratepayers had placed upon the 
Council. He was retiring owing to 
stress of Work which included his 
business, municipal work of prov- 
ince, and, incidentally, farm work, 
he was about to undertake, being 
about as much «as he could stand. 
He thanked them sincerely, and said 
he should always retain his interest 
in the city, where he hoped to live 
and die. : 

S. N. Carseallen, candidate for 
Mayor, then took the platform. He 
thought the ratepayers should have 
the opportunity of first asking ques- 
tions before he addressed them, but 
@s no one seemed ready to do so, 
he went on with his address. He 
said the Mayor had covered the 
ground fully, and it was better for 
him not.to do the same, but he 
might emphasize some of the work 
of the Council. The financing of pri- 
vate business had been a very hard 
task this year, and the same thing 
applicd to municipal authorities. 
The people dould hardly realize what 
the Mayor and Commissioner had 
been up against, and he wished to 
express his personal appreciation of 
the work of those gentlemen, and 
they also had the appreciation of tHe 
Council and the gratitude of the rate- 
payers. He had quite expected criti- 
cvism, no body of public men could 
avoid it, and he had heard criticism 
of the Council on the streets about 
the high taxation. He did not be- 
lieve that was fair, because the tax- 
ation was based on the values of 
1912, and he did not think any 
blame was coming to past Councils 
either, as they had not gone into 
any expenditures only by the con- 
sent°of the people. He considered 
the privileges enjoyed in Red Deer 
were of more value than any other 
city in proportion. As a Councillor 
for the past four years, he. knew 
something of the work of its repre- 
sentativés and in what way they 
had discharged their duties to the 
people. He had not seen one mem- 
ber who was not untiring in his 
efforts to do his duty faithfully. 
There was lots of criticisms on the 
strects, byt it would be far better it 
those who criticized would attend 
Council meetings, which were always 
open. By doing so they would get 
in closer touch with the work otf 
the Council and show a more sym- 
pathetic feeling towards them. While 
he thought the Council should be 
criticized, and be given the chance 
of answering, he objected to charges 
wade regarding the motives of the 
Council, who were accused of hav- 
ing too many representatives of one 
line of business who controlled mat- 
ters to the detriment of the city. 
He had never yet seen any faction o1 
interest. that controlled the work of 
the Council and challenged contra- 
diction. me, as candidate for Mayor, 
should say something of his inten- 
tions. The year 1913 had been one 
of retrenchment, and he __ believed 
we should follow that out for some 
time yet. He believed in progress, 
and most people knew he had al- 
ways stood for it, and never oppos- 
ed any movement for our city’s 
betterment, but times came when it 
was proved that the best way to 
promote the cause of progress was 
by retrenchment, and the motto for 
the time being should be economy. 
We would certainly be faced by a 
large expenditure in the extension of 
the sewerage system,+but the times 
demanded that the brake be put on 
in municipal as well as private busi- 
ness.

The Rditor of The Nows,— 


I was agreeably surprised that, 
thanks to the efforts of ‘‘my 
friends," the articlo published in the 
Nows afew weeks ago was brought 
to the. notice of Dr. Darby. 

I could: wish, however, that the 
learned: ‘‘gentlemai’’ had devoted a 
little more space in his letter to 
answering some of my arguments and 
a little less to. making a vulgar 
personal attack on myself. In spite 
of the fact that I am a young man 
(and that in the Doctor’s eyes seems 
to be a grave offence), I long ago 
learned that personal abuse of an 
opponent was a poor substitute for 
argument in the minds of the think- 
ing part of one’s audience. 

But to get to the ‘reply.’’ I main- 
tain that Dr. Darby’s attempts to 
justify himself prove most conclus- 
ively that I was right when I con- 
tended that the Boer war was tho 
cause of the increase in armaments.

As the Doctor admits, the three 
years, 1899 to 1902, include the war. 
The figures are very convincing prool 
that the Boer war was the cause of 
the increase in expenditure, whether 
or not tho increase was permanent 
does not, as far as I can see,,make 
any material difference. 


When we are told that England 
admitted the Czar’s indictment of 
the armament system, accepted an 
invitation to the conference, sent 
delegates who took a leading share 
in reaching the result, and then de- 
liberately adopted a policy which 
permanently increased and in ten 
years practically doubled our arma- 
rents ; I think I am perfectly justi- 
fied in considering this tantamount 
to an accusation of bad faith on 
the part of England. In common 
fairness we should have been told of 
the exceptional circumstances that 
accounted for the large increase in 
expenditures ; without this explana- 
tion we can only conclude that there 
was a deliberate intention to deceive. 


With reference to Count Marshall 
von Biberstein, there was absolutely 
nothing in my reference to the Count 
that reflected upon his personal good 
will toward England.” At the time 
of the Hague Conference he was the 
agent of the Kaiser, and as such 
‘voiced the opinions of the Kaiser 
and not his own. There is practi- 
cally nothing else in the letter but a 
poor, miserable attempt to belittle 
the writer of this letter by making 
Sarcastic and sneering comments on 
the “all.knowing young man.”

| D. B. Dowling, of the Government 
Department of Mines, wrote a letter 
of considerable length to the Coun- 
cil, which was read, and a_ vote of 
thanks passed to Mr. Dowling. 
Messrs. D. A. Lamont, D. A, Me- 
Gill, H. Black and A. Clutterbuck, 
coal merchants, asked for a reduc- 
tion in price for weighing at the city 
weigh scales, where a large amount 
of coal goes over'the scales every 


fiday. They further pointed out that 


the location of the scales caused 


“/them to lose considerable time every 
day. 


They made a suggestion to the 
Coyncil that instead of lowering the 
rate a discount of 50 per cent. be 
allowed on weigh bills of $5.00 per 
month or over. - 

The Commissioners were instructed 
to investigate and report at next 
meeting. ‘ 

C. M. Sanders, Medical Health 
Officer, reported one case of scarlet 
fever on 5th St. North. 

Chief Anderson asked the Council’s 
reconsideration of the police ques- 
tion. Under the new arrangement 
the police force is reduced one man, 
and it was thought necessary to 
have two police on duty at night. 
That left the Chief to do all inci- 
dental work of the police during the 
daytime, attend court, etc., and in 
doing ‘' :t his duty out of doors 
was i: ° fered with, or the court 
had to he stopped. He was placed 
in a difficult position and felt he 
could not cope very well with mat- 
ters as they now stood and be pre- 
pared for emergencies, -and give satis- 
faction to the ratepayers. Mayor 
Galbraith said it was his impression 
when he discussed the question with 
the Chief previously that one of the 
police would do part day duty. 
Chief Anderson replied that it could 
not work, for under that arrange- 
n.ent a man neither got rest day or 
‘night. Mayor Galbraith said that 
perhaps one of the men belonging to 
the fire department or parks could 
assist the chief for a few hours a 
day. Alderman Lord suggested that 
as we could do with less work on 
the parks at present time, that J. 
Halstead be brought in to do part 
police duties. Chief Anderson said 
that would suit him very well. Hal- 
stead had had considerable experi- 
ence in police work and would be 
just the man. All the Council con- 
sidered it necessary to have two 
night men for patrol duty. Tho 
Mayor thought F. Anquetil could be 
brought in for a few hours duty each 
day and to work in the park the bah 
ance of his time. Objection was tak- 
en to this on the ground that it 
was not just to take a permanent 
salaried man off the pay roll and 
bring in another man who was rot 
on the steady pay list to fill his 
place ; that was merely exchanging 
men and not reducing expenditure. 
Commissioner Stephenson pointed 
out that there was the matter of 
the janitor’s work to be attended to. 
The police under the old arrange- 
ment had done it, but could not very 
well do it now. Many suggestions 
were put forward, the Council even- 
tually agreeing that J. Halstead 
was the man to bring in and left the 
matter in the hands of the Cormis- 
sioners and Chief of Police to ar- 
range, e590" 

A petition was received, signed by 
twenty-one ratepayers, that the four 
foot plank walks as proposed by the 
Commissioners on Centre Street, 
Halley St. and Bank St. jbe not 
built, but that a temporary . walk 
such as now being laid along a_por- 
tion of 5th St. North be laid in lieu 
of the + foot walk, for the use of 
the residents requiring the same.
